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AGRICULTURE 
WANTS TO RUN 
OWN AFFAIRS 


Government Should Give 
Farm Industry Power 
Parley Told 


By JOHN LEBLANC 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 

MONTREAL, April 1—Declara- 
tions the federal government 
should give Canadian agriculture 
the power to run its own busi- 
Ness were before the eastern 
agricultural conference Friday as 
Gelegates from five provinces 
gathered at the last session of 
their four-day assembly. 

Two leaders of government and 
agriculture in the west—Premier 


+John Bracken of Manitoba and J. 


H. Wesson of Regina, president of | 
the Canadian Chamber of Agri- 
culture—united in telling the con- 
ference that Canada's farm industry 
wanted to conduct its own affairs, 


WORK OUT POLICY 

“Agriculture must work out a 
policy for itself and present it to 
the National government, which 
should give the industry power to 
put it into effect,” Premier Bracken 
declared, The industry should have 
such support by the Dominion gov- 
ernment “as will give it a chance to 
solve its own problems.” 

“We should ask parliament to 
give us a chance to control our own 
business,” Mr. Wesson agreed. “We 
producers have the right to deter- 
mine the basis of our business.” 


TERMED AFFRONT 

The @hamber president also lined 
himself up with Premier Bracken 
in criticism of the federal! govern- 
ment’s proposed 60-cents-a-bushel 
wheat this year. Mr. 
Wesson termed it “an affront to 
every producer of wheat in western 
Canada.” 

The new price meant a net of 37 
cents a bushel to the producer, the 
western agriculturist said. “I don’t 
believe that on any basis a farmer 
can produce wheat at 37 cents on 
his farm,” he added. 


OTTAWA VOTES 
FUNDS T0 BUILD 
TOURIST ROADS 


OTTAWA, April 1. — A vote of 
$3,750,000 is provided in supplement- 
ary estimates tabled in the commons | 
today for development of tourist 
highways this year.

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Fifty Years of Usefulness 


Edmonton's Chamber of Commerce 
has been celebrating its fiftieth anniver- 
sary. It has good cause to celebrate. Its 
record of achievement is long and credit- 
able. No other board of trade in Can- 
ada has played a more useful part in 
shaping the development of its commun- 
ity, or has more to show for the effort. 

It is a far cry from the frontier trad- 
ing post of 1888 to the city of today. The 
changes that have come about have in 
large measure been due to the activity of 
the businessmen who all through this half 
century of progress have maintained an 
organization by which they were able to 
pool their opinions, interests and influ- 
ence for the general benefit. It is more 
than possible that without this driving 
force there would not be an Edmonton to- 
day comparable in population and import- 
ance to the city we know and have cause 
to be proud of. 

Cities do not just happen. They are 
man-made affairs, and they rise and de- 
velop where and in pronortion as resolute 
and enterprising men can see opportuni- 
ties and turn these to account. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce may well say to those 
who would know what it has done and 
why it celebrates: “Look about you.” 


Plain Words to the Aggressors 


Premier Daladier on Wednesday told 
Mussolini that the boundary of French 
territory and French rights is the dead- 
line between peace and war. Prime Minis- 
ter Chamberlain yesterday told Hitler that 
for him the deadline is the boundary of 
Poland. And added he was authorized to 
say France would also fight if Poland 
were attacked. The Polish Government 
had been given assurances to this effect. 
In these two directions at least the “bluff” 
of the dictators has been called; and the 
issue rests with them. Invasion of French 
territory or of Poland means war. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s announcement was 
timed to forestall Nazi plans obviously in 
the making. Hitler has been massing 
troops on the Polish border in preparation 
for pinching off the Polish corridor. The 
Polish foreign minister is due to visit 
London next week to continue negotia- 
tions toward the anti-aggression pact. 
Nothing was more likely than that Hitler 
would strike before these negotiations are 
complete. 

The Fuehrer is told in plain terms that 
to do this will bring Britain, France, and 
presumably Russia, into the field. Poland 
has been holding out for military guaran- 
tees. These given, the “stop Hitler” bloc 
should materialize. 


“Pegging” the Tax 


When he fills up the tank in future the 
Ontario motorist will have to pay the pro- 
vincial government eight cents per gallon, 
instead of the six cents he has hitherto 
been taxed for the privilege. But he will 
not object, for he is told definitely that 
every dollar he pays will go to the im- 
provement of the roads. Motorists do not 
protest against taxation when the money 
is spent to create good roads for them to 
travel on, even when the taxation is at a 
high rate, as a tax of eight cents per gal- 
lon certainly is. 

Premier Hepburn is wise, not only in 
spending gas-tax money for road im- 
provement, but in telling ‘the car-owner 
that is what the tax is for and giving him 
assurance it will be used for that purpose 
only, Any tax is paid more willingly when 
the payer knows exactly to what use his 
money will be put. There is no possibility 


of arousing taxpayer enthusiasm for 
dumping money into “general revenue’, 
or of quelling the natural disinclination 
to hand over for an unspecified purpose.

A New Settlement Plan 


The homestead system used to be de- 
scribed as a scheme under which the Goy- 
ernment bet the entrant he cqgld not live 
on @ quarter section of wild land for three 
years and make certain improvements, If 


’ 
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the entrant won he got the land. In a per- 
centage of cases it transpired by the time 
he got the land that the homeseteder did 
not want to farm, or didn’t want to farm 
that particular piece of land; so he moved 
away, leaving an abandoned farm, which 
after a period of years reverted to the 
municipality for non-payment of taxes. It 
was also something more than a guess 
that a good many homesteads were taken 
up by persons who never intended to live 
on them permanently, but hoped to sell 
out when patent was obtained and pocket 
the price as wages for three years’ work. 
There was nothing criminal in either pro- 
cedure, but the two processes resulted in a 
large number of partially improved and 
unoccupied farms. 

The new lands bill with which the leg- 
islature has been wrestling will displace 
the homestead system by a plan under 
which an applicant may lease wild land 
for 20 years, with an option to buy it 
after the first ten. The consideration for 
which the lease is granted will be a share 
of the crop, out of which the municipality 
will collect its taxes. 

The idea evidently is to discourage 
people from, taking upzyyild land unless 
they positively want to*eStablish perman- 
ent farm homes, since ownership could 
only be obtained after ten years’ occu- 
pancy. By the end of the ten years the 
occupant may reasonably be expected to 
have brought the farm into a good state 
of production, made improvements, come 
to regard it as home, and so wish to se- 
cure title to the property and continue to 
live on it. 

The plan should make for permanency 
of settlement of wild land. It would not be 
worth any one’s while to lease a raw quar- 
ter unless he intended to stay on it and 
eventually own it. 


Vancouver is to get a $390,000 loan 
for school-building purposes, described in 
the despatches as a “joint” loan by the 
Dominion and Provincial Governments. 
Which probably means the province ap- 
proved the city’s application for a 2 per 
cent loan under the self-liquidating im- 
provements scheme. If so, Edmonton's 
public school board will have precedent 
for requesting a similar loan.

Current Comment 


Evil Measure 

In less then one minute last Thursday the 
House of Representatives at Washington adopted 
a bill making subject to deportation any alien 
who advocates the making of any changes in the 
American form of government. But if that bill 
were enacted into law, the embarrassments that 
would result could not be eliminated in one min- 
ute, or in one year and, perhaps, not in one gen- 
eration. 

What the House intended to do is plain, but 
what it actually did is something quite different. 
It intended to shut the mouths of certain annoy- 
ing fellows with few brains and less influence 
who have abused the hospitality of this country 
by denouncing everything in it, good and bad. 
But what it actually did was to put a weapon in 
the hands of American-born fools who resent 
honest and well-founded criticism by able men, 

Tf a law of this sort had been in force from 
the foundation of the republic, one of the first 
men thrown out under its provisions undoubtedly 
would have been a Frenchman, named Alexis 
Charles Henri Clerel de Tocqueville, whose book, 
“Democracy in America,” is full of suggestions 
for alterations in our system. Another who would 
have gone out the same way was James Viscount 
Bryce, whose “American Commonwealth” not 
only suggested alterations but had a powerful in- 
fluence in getting some of them made, to the im- 
provement of our’system.~° Among living men 
who might be deported by the intellectually un- 
derprivileged, were this bill passed, are Andre 
Siegfried, Harold Laski and Beverly Nichols, all 
of whom have advocated alterations in our sys- 
tem, and all of whom are distinguished men 
whose criticisms are of real value. 

To say that the law would never be invoked 
against people of this kind is to deny all experi- 
ence, These are exactly the sort of people 
against whom it would be invoked, for it is the 
penetrating and well-founded criticism that 
arouses the wrath of the unintelligent. Nobody 
pays much attention to the mouthings of a soap- 
box orator with a dirty neck; but when an in- 
telligent man makes a comment that is intelli- 
gent, as well as unfavorable, it hurts, and the 
rage of the thoughtless is correspondingly 
violent.—Baltimore Sun. 


Stop All Bonusing! 

From The Budget, issued by the Alberta 
Wheat Pool: ; 

“The tariff structure in Canada was erected 
on the grounds that the Dominion required in- 
dustries in order to give the nation a balanced 
economic life.” 

“It was argued that a substantial industrial 
life could never be established in Canada if pro- 
ducts from the great industrial nations of Great 
Britain and the United States were permitted to 
enter this country duty-free. 

Canadian manufacturers were thus given a 
protected market in Canada and were able to 
charge higher prices for their products than the 
world prices, In other words, they were bonused 
by the people of Canada, This condition, of 
course, still persists. 

“Of course, the larger the manufacturing or- 
ganization the greater benefit it obtains from the 
tariff bonus. A huge concern in Montreal or in 
Toronto is thus benefitted to a far greater ex- 
tent than a smal] manufacturing unit in say Galt, 
or Stratford, or Owen Sound. 

“One never hears of this situation being pre- 
sented to the Canadian people, but great stress is 
being laid by the financial newspapers of the east 
on the statement that large farmers in Western 
Canada benefit unduly from the minimum wheat 
price as compared with the benefits obtained by 
small farmers. The same state of conditions 
prevails, however, as in the industrial life of 
Canada in connection with the tariff. 

“All bonuses, whether they be direct or in- 
direct, are wrong in the belief of the farmers of 
Western Canada. These farmers are quite will- 
ing to call off the whole bonusing idea in all 
branches of Canada’s national life and let every- 
body compete in a wide open market. If there 
is going to be any bonusing done whatsoever, the 
western farmer deserves consideration.” 


Who Speaks for Quebec? 


Canadians everywhere may well ask themselves 
what is the voice of Quebec in Canada, in this 
crisis of war or peace which is inevitably the 
testing time of free human institutions in the 
world. 

They will be reluctant to think, the people of 
English-speaking Canada, from short to shore, 
that the voice of Quebec is uttered in what has 
been sent to Mr. King from eight French-Cana- 
dian societies in Quebec, claiming to speak in the 
name of Quebec in this vast issue which comes 
home to the very life of all the common people 
of all the world. v 

These societies say that they speak for Que- 
bec, and they repudiate Mr. King and Dr. Manion 
alike. They are in “absolute opposition to Cana- 
dian participation in a foreign war.” They deny 
that the national leaders in parliament can speak 
for Canada in “expressions of solidarity with 
London in European affairs.” They say that Mr. 
King and Dr. Manion are taking ground danger- 
ous to our national unity, “contrary to Canadian 
interests and to the country’s free status.” 

It is almost incredible that the ancient in- 
transigence of nationalist Quebec should thus 
emerge, learning nothing and forgetting nothing, 
in this grave and anxious time. But there it is. 
And there is no question what this thing is, 
essentially, in itself, It is utterly perverse and 
irreconcilable with any honest notion of Cana- 
dian nationhood. The valid question about it is 
whether it is, actually, the mind and heart of 
French Canada. 

For what had Mr. King said and what had Dr. 
Manion said, speaking upon their solemn 
responsibility in the name of the great majority 
of English-speaking Canada? Mr. King had 
made, at the most, an extremely guarded state- 
ment, He had said that if Britain were attacked, 
it would be regarded in Canada ‘as an act of 
aggression menacing the freedom of all parts of 
the British Commonwealth. And he had implied, 
without actually saying, that if Britain were 
attacked, Canada would stand to her aid. 

Dr. Manion, more freely, had said that the 
time had now come for the British peoples 
everywhere to stand together against the mad 
aggressions of Germany, that it was now for 
Canada to let it be known unequivocally in the 
world that she was at one in a united stand 
against the forces which imperil the self-govern- 
ing peoples everywhere. 

What Mr. King and Dr. Manion between them 
had said was surely the minimum statement of 
the true mind and heart of the great majority of

About the) 
second or third day of the fast you 
will lose your appetite for food and 
while you may feel “lonesome” 
when mealtime comes around, you 
will not be really hungry. 

As you will be taking an eight- 
ounce glass of some type of fruit 
juice every two hours while you 


are awake, you will be receiving | 


quite a large amount of material. 
Your bloodstream will be receiving 
the food minerals so essential to 
health, and the fruit will supply 
an abundance of vitamin C. If you 
are taking orange juice, the juice 
itself will supply a goodly portion 
of the natural fruit sugar which 
will help to keep up your energy. 
Orange juice, tomato juice, pine- 
apple juice, or grapefruit juice may 
be used, according to your prefer- 
ence, It is all right to. use different 


juices on different days, if you so 


desire. This is not a straight fast, 
but is more in the nature of a diet 
made up of fruit juice feedings. 
You do not need to worry over 
starving on this schedule within the 
short space of five days. The first 
day is the hardest. 

It is fortunate that the fruit juice 
will give you the material you need 
to make your blood normally alka- 
line, and will at the same time, 


allow you to lose weight and elim- 


inate wastes. 

The reducing diet to follow the| 
fast will be very liberal as to cook- 
ed and raw non-starchy vegetables. 
You will have an egg a day, three 
or four slices of Melba toast, and 
meat for dinner every night. You 
will have gelatin desserts and all 
in all you will goon find the diet is 
satisfying even though it is a re- 
ducing diet. This type of reducing 
diet should bring about the loss of 
anywhere from a pound to two 
pounds a week. A slow loss is us- 
ually preferable to one which is 
more rapid.

OSCOW, Russia, April 1, — 

With one of the world’s great- 
est air armadas, Soviet Russia has 
picked a woman as chief of the in- 
ternational airlines department! 

She is blonde, 28-year-old Val- 
entina Stepanova Grizodubova, 
married, and the mother of a son. 

No novice, Valentina has had 10 
years’ experience in the air, has 
established five international wo- 
men’s flying records. Twice she 
has been decorated by the Soviet 
government for her accomplish- 
ments. 

No newcomer to thrills, either. 
Once, leading an all-feminine crew 
in a 3,717-mile non-stop flight at- 
tempt from Moscow across the Si- 
berian steppes to the Ohkotsk Sea, 
her plane was forced down in a 
marshy forest. 

The women were marooned for 
several days in the dark woodlands, 
inhabited by hungry bears, treach- 
erous lynxes, and other wild ani- 
mals. 

Valentina got her early training 
in a home-made plane, one of the 
first airships in Czarist Russia. 
Her father, S. V. Grizodubova of 
Kharkov, Ukraine, built the craft 
after seeing a motion picture of the 
Wright brothers’ ship. 

Although flying is her main in- 
terest, Valentina has also found 
time to mix in politics.

Wes IT wandered through the aisles of books in the 750,000-volume 
Parliamentary Library, in Ottawa, I had as my guide a woman who

In it the poet took af- 
fectionate farewell of his friend 
Clarke. “You would not recognize 
the emaciated hand which holds 
this pen,” the letter said. “What 
the outcome will be is in the hands 
of the great Unknown whose crea- 
ture I am.” 


GREAT SOUL 

The writing, faded by the passing 
of nearly 150 years, is strong and 
beautiful. We passed our hands 
over the paper, and thought tender- 


ly of the great soul who wrote “O wert thou in the cauld, cauld blast” 


and “The Cotters Saturday Night.” 
We intended to read Catherine 
Parchment with the crest of Oxford 
cellor, a man named Rowley, de- 
nounces in classical phrases a Vet- 
erinary Surgeon named Samuel 
Wild. Mr. Rowley warns the stud- 
ents and the public to have nothing 
to do with Mr. Wild. It will be at 
their own peril if they do. We 
wondered how a humble veterinary 
surgeon could have so bitterly of- 
fended the Vice Chancellor. (Per- 
haps he had done a job of bone- 
setting for the Jearned gentleman.) 

Then we read a bill to depose 
Queen Caroline Elizabeth, wife of 
one of the Georges, which certainly 
breathed fire and brimstone on the 
erring queen. Poor Caroiine Eliza- 
beth! Accusers were eloquent in 
their charges. By the time we read 
half of the bill, we were sure she 
was innocent. The cause of the out- 
burst seems to have been that she 
had in her employ a low fellow of 
obscure birth, and had been actually 
seen talking to him. Rapturously 
her accusers fell upon this indiscre- 
tion, and to make her appear still 
more guilty paragraphs of praise for 
the King, and his prudent ways, 
are set in contrast. The King has 
always been pure, and virtuous, 
“deaf and blind to the wiles of every 
female or females.”

And there we have to leave her! 


SPANISH PIONEERS 

In another one of the little pro- 
jections, dealing with Spain, I 
picked up a book called “The Span- 
ish Pioneers,” and hastily read the 
introduction. The writer complained 
that justice had never been done to 
the Spanish explorers. Their glory 
has been stolen from then. by im- 
aginative and untrustworthy his- 
torians. The English text-books has 
ignored them, so in a passion of 
indignation this book has been 
written. I learned from its pages 
that it was a Spaniard who first saw 
and explored the finest gulf in the 
world; a Spaniard who found the 
greatest ocean; a Spaniard who first 
knew there were two continents in 
America; a Spaniard who first went 
around the world. 

There have been Spanish schools 
for Indians, in America since 1524. 
Books in twelve different Indian 
languages had been printed in 
Mexico City nearly a century before

century before Harvard was 
founded. 

All of which makes a glorious rec- 
ord for that small European country 
which now lies bleeding.

The 4-H clubs—the H's stand for 
Head, Heart, Hand and Health—are 
sponsored by state and federal gov- 
ernments, but do not resembie even 
faintly the totalitarian youth organ- 
izations in Germany, Russia or Italy, 


HEALTHIER, HAPPIER 


Instead they try to develop young 
people as individuals who will! be 
happier and more useful members 
of the rural communities in which 
they live. 

Miss Warren likes young people 
and likes the country, and sees a lot 
of both. She regards today’s young- 
er generation as “a grand bunch of 
people.” 

“They're so responsive,” she says. 
“They have so many ideas. I’m not 
one of those who think today’s ado- 
lescents are the lost generation. I 
don't know anything about the lost 
generation as a matter of fact. 


LOOK FORWARD 


“My boys and girls are forward 
looking. They know it’s a wonder- 
ful thing to live in this country. 
They know that even if they belong 
to a limited income group, they can 
improve themselves and become 
leaders in their communities.” 

In the course of her administra- 
tion, the 4-H movement has spread 
to northern Europe—Finland, Lat- 
via, the Scandinavian coyntries. 
Though there are no 4-H clubs in 
the totalitarian states, Miss Warren 
recalls that several years ago ltaly 
manifested interest in them.

BEGINNERS DEPARTMENT 

Any camera is a box to hold film 
in the dark until you want light to 
fall on it. Of course then you want 
the light to form a picture on the 
film so you have a lens to make the 
‘image’ which strikes the film. You 
can make a camera without a lens 
by using a very small hole made 
with a needle but so little light gets 
through that all pictures have to be 
‘time exposures,’ Since the image is 
formed closer to the lens when the 
actual object is at a distance we 
must use a box camera at a certain 
distance from the subject. To make 
a sharp picture we must have an 
adjustment on the camera to change 
the distance of the film from the 
Jans, This is called ‘focussing’ and if 
it 8 not right the picture will be 
spoiled—so to start, the box camera 
is easiest to use.

DISMISSED ON 
MANSLAUGHTER 


Motorist Also Freed On 


Driving Charge—Says 
Blinded By Lights 
Manslaughter and driving to the 
common danger charges against 
Hugh Bryn Roberts, Edmonton, 
were dismissed in supreme court 
Friday by Mr. Justice A. F. Ewing. 


The charges arose out of an acci- 
dent on 104 avenue between 108 and 
109 streets on the night of January 


28 last in which Emil Splett, Ed-| 


monton laborer, received injuries 
from which he died later in an Ed- 
m nton hospital, 

J. W. McClung prosecuted with J. 
F. Lymburn, K.C., and D. W. Cob- 
bledick acting for the accused. 


HORN NOT BLOWN 


Evidence adduced by the prosecu- | 
tion was that the accused was trav- | 


elling on the avenue in a westerly 
direction at a speed of 25 miles an 
hour. No horn was blown when 
approaching the four men on the 
road. 

Mr. Roberts, giving evidence on 
his own behalf, told the court he 
was blinded by the lights of an 
approaching car and did not see 
the four men on the road until 
the car was right on them. He 
swerved to avoid them and struck 
Splett. 

Mrs, Roberts, who was riding in 
the front seat of the car, testified 
that after passing through the ap- 

proaching motor car lights the men 
appeared right in front of their car 
“as if they had just been put there.” 


EXPERT EVIDENCE 

L. B, Pett, professor at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, testified to experi- 
ments he had been making on the 
effect of light on vision with par- 
ticular reference to the ability of 
the eye to recover from exposure to 
light and see dim objects. He said 
that light of any intensity gave a 
period of blindness, and was of the 
opinion that the accdsed had been 
momentarily blinded by the glare 
of the lights from the approaching 
car.

New Fiscal Year Starts — 
Seventy-Five Bills 
Ratified 


Alberta's new fiseal year com- 
menced on Saturday and in prep- 
aration for this His Honor Lt. Gov. 
J. C, Bowen, entered the legis- 
lative chamber just before the 
house adjourned for the week-end 
and ratified the Appropriation 
Act which enables the government 
to ¢arry on with provincial fin- 
ancing, totalling $22,657,459.94. 

In addition His Honor assented to 
authorization for supplementary 
estimates expended in the fiscal 
year ended on March 31, 1988, 
totalling $41,022.53 and for supple- 
mentary estimates in the fiscal year 
ended on March 31, 1939 of $1,085,- 
341.67. 

His Honor gave royal assent to a 
total of 75 bills which have been 
ratified by the legislature at the 
current session, thus leaving a 
small number ready for assent when 
the house prorogues. 

His Honor entered the legislative 
chamber accompanied by his secre- 
tary, Capt. C. V. Dacre and Sergeant- 
| at-Arms H. S, Newby. He left the 
chamber as soon as assent had been 
given. When he prorogues the 
house he will have only seven bills 
before him, according to the present 
schedule. 


CHARTERS APPROVED 


Amendments to the city charters 
of Calgary, Lethbridge and Edmon- 
| ton were among the bills receiving 
assent. Under the teachers’ pen- | 
sion fund, a contributory retirement 
system is established. The bill in-|

Of all the public services citizens of Canada have 


learned to expect and make use of, probably the most im- 


portant, and the most popularly used is the mail service 


offered by the post office department. 


Vet there are scores of Cana- 4 
dians, including several Edmon- 
tonians, who are forbidden by 
ruling of the postmaster - general 
from either sending or receiving 
mail. 

Their rights were withdrawn be- 
cause, in the opinion of officials, 
these persons were using the. mails 
for illegal or fraudulent purposes 

And, argue postal officials, if the 
post office carried this mail it would 


| be aiding and abbeting these men 


in their illegal and fraudulent pur- 
poses 
CONFIDENTIAL LIST 
Each month there is published by | 
the post office department a con-/ 
fidential list of persons and firms | 
which are prohibited the use of the | 
mails, The greatest number of these 
prohibitions have to do with parties | 
who are known to be engaged in| 
the selling or distribution of sweep- 
stake and lottery tickets. 


A glance at the list for the past 
year would convince you that | 
every resident of Dublin, Ireland, | 
is on the prohibited list. If there | 
are any Dublinites who can still 
receive mail it is only because | 
Dublin is a very large city. 

These lists are provided to every | 
postal employee in Canada. They | 


| must examine all mail that passes 


through their hands, and if they 
find any addressed to or from a per-
